REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 

G. M. Tuttle, Presiding Elder. 

In presenting my second annual report of the Burlington District, I 
do so with feelings of profound gratitude to our Heavenly Father for 
his continued mercy in preserving my life and health, whereby I have 
been able to attend upon the duties and the responsibilities of the work 
committed to my care. 

The only interruption which occurred after entering upon the work 
of the year, was that of Rev. G. B. Swartz giving up his pastorate of the 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church of Burlington, where he had served 
for four consecutive years. This separation took place in the month of 
December, 1897. The vacancy was filled at once by the appointment of 
Rev. W. H. Mahaffie, who had served as professor for several years in 
the Iowa Wesleyan University, of Mt. Pleasant. Notwithstanding this 
unfortunate occurrence, which engendered some unpleasantness, the 
Church has had a good degree of prosperity in all the departments of 
its work. 

Aside from a few exceptions, the lives and health of the preachers 
and their families have been graciously preserved. Soon after Conference 
Brother and Sister Bishop were detained in New London, their former 
charge, by sickness in their family, and were sorely distressed by the 
death of their only daughter, Mabel, of diphtheria. Rev. J. T. Coleman, 
one of the superannuates of our Conference, passed to his reward during 
the year. Church building and repairs have prevailed to some extent. 
The church in process of building at Stockport, on the Hillsboro Circuit, 
and reported at the last Conference, has since then been completed and 
dedicated free from debt. A number of churches have been improved. 
At Fort Madison they have expended $1,300, greatly to the advantage 
of the First Church. The pastor of the Burlington Circuit has taken the 
initiatory steps toward a new church at Augusta, and has secured $500 
toward the enterprise. Clay Grove and Pittman Chapel, of the West 
Point Circuit, Fredonia, Columbus Junction, and Sperry have improved 
and otherwise beautified their churches. Grace Church, Burlington; 
Sperry, and Wapello have been adding some needed repairs to their par- 
sonages. Winfield is happy over the provision for an indebtedness of 
about $1,000. During the year we have held two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference, which were seasons of interest and profit. We also held 
one District Epworth League Convention, which was well attended, and 
whose work gave unmistakable evidence of a deep and heartfelt interest 
in the welfare of the - Church. With wise management the Epworth 
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League is a great opportunity for the development of young life for the 
highest possible service in securing the redemption of souls. There will 
be an increase in the benevolent collections in the district over those of 
last year. The brethren have been faithful, I believe, to this sacred trust. 
A very generous response, which the reports will show, was given to 
the call to help pay the missionary debt. 

The salaries of the preachers are quite generally paid in full. Where 
there is a failure it usually arises from the neglect of the stewards, or 
there has been an old church debt to be paid, or some necessary repairs 
to be made, and the shrinkage in pastors’ salaries is simply another mode 
of expressing the fact that he was made to pay the bills. It is pleasant to 
note the upward tendency of our Sunday-school work. This department 
of Christian service well deserves the prominence and the consideration 
which it receives. With one or two exceptions, our own literature is 
used. There is, however, in a few instances a failure to comply with the 
plain letter of the Discipline in regard to the management and govern- 
ment of the Sunday-school, particularly in regard to the election of offi- 
cers and teachers and the other business interests. In some places there 
exists a foolish prejudice against the Sunday-school Board as such, and 
so places the matter of selecting superintendents and teachers in the hands 
of those who have no adequate appreciation of the requisite fitness of 
those who shall have charge of these spiritual interests. 

There seems to be a growing disposition to remove our Methodist 
Hymnal from our pulpits and congregations by the introduction of other 
and cheaper grades, and. I believe, of cheaper character. That there are 
some excellent and profitable hymns outside of our Church Hymnal is 
cheerfully conceded, but many of the singing-books are made up largely 
of such hymns as cater to a sickly sentimentality, which goes to nourish 
a flippant and superficial type of piety that is unreliable. If this shall 
continue, it is not difficult "to see that we are determining a Church of the 
future whose character for service is by no means hopeful. 

This has been, in a large degree, a year of refreshings from the pres- 
ence of the Lord in the way of revivals. The Churches which have had 
the largest number of conversions and accessions are: First and Grace 
Churches, Burlington, and the Burlington Circuit, Danville, New' Lon- 
don, Morning Sun, Wapello, Kossuth, and Hillsboro. Nearly all of the 
other Churches of the district have shared more or less in the gracious 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 

The university has had a fairly prosperous year, considering the 
financial stringency. There were graduates from its several departments 
as follows: Classical course, 7; Scientific course, 8; Philosophical course, 
2; Musical course, 4; making a total of 21. The financial management 
of the university, wffiich has been in operation for about one year, has 
the most hearty commendation of all who have observed it, and a better 
future for the college in this respect is reasonably assured. The school 
has already entered upon the work of the new year, and with almost an 
entire new eprps of professors, and while this fact may have suggested 
some serious questioning as to the wisdom of so radical a change, still 
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it must be conceded, in all fairness to all concerned, that the work is 
being prosecuted with apparently as much thoroughness as that of any 
previous year. It is gratifying to know that the Howe Academy, having 
recently become a part of the university, has opened for work, with an 
attendance unsurpassed for some years, and with the promise of “more 
to follow. And now, after two years of observation as to the operations 
and needs of our university. I shall close my report with this reference 
as my conscientious conviction. We are nearing a crisis in the financial 
interests of our college. Something must be done, and that very soon, 
to meet the demands of the hour. Whatever others may see fit to say 
by way of commendation as to other Methodist colleges in the State, to 
the discouragement of patronage as to our own in the way of financial 
support, I am firm in the conviction that the Iowa Wesleyan University 
has not completed her mission. We are not ready to call a halt. The 
history of its work thus far is a credit to Methodism, not only in South- 
eastern Iowa, but also to the regions beyond. And it has still further and 
equally as good history to manufacture in the education of the young 




people, who naturally look toward this institution' for the requisite help 
for life’s great battle. 

I believe that the time has come when the Iowa Conference of to-day, 
j as it was in the earlier history of the institution, should respond to the 

I last man, according to his ability and possibility, in helping to remove 

I indebtedness, and thereby provide against any possible embarrassment 
that might come to the university. As a Conference, in view of our rela- 
1 tions to the Methodism of Iowa and to the great mission of the Church 
I to a lost world, we should give nothing less than our best possible efforts 

j in helping to make the college a grand success. May we become deeply 

I conscious of our individual responsibility in the case! 

KEOKUK DISTRICT. 

C. S. Cooper, Presiding Elder. 

The Keokuk District is situated in the southern portion of the Con- 
ference, and occupies about all the territory of Appanoose, Davis, and 
Van Buren Counties, together with a large portion of Lee, Henry, Jeffer- 
son, and Wapello. It is comprised of twenty-seven pastoral charges, with 
eighty-three preaching places, seventy-seven Sunday-schools, and forty- 
four Chapters of the Epworth League. 

We found the district well-manned and in healthful condition. The 
pastors were early at their fields of labor, and were well received by the 
people, with only one exception. The Quarterly Conference of one cir- 
cuit unanimously refused to. receive its pastor. He quit the work, but 
immediately found employment in Missouri Conference, at Shelbina, 
where he did very satisfactory and efficient labor. We employed Rev. 
C. M. Dake, a local preacher, to “supply” the charge thus made vacant. 
He has served the people well, and done as good work as any one could 
do under the circumstances. 

In November, C. W. Shepherd, appointed to Keosauqua Circuit, was 
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elected to the office of Treasurer of Van Buren County, and gave up his 
work, and we employed Rev. J. B. Eyestone, of Mt. Pleasant, as “supply” 
for the remainder of the year. Brother Shepherd entered upon the duties 
of his office in January, and continued at his new work until about the 
middle of May, when he was taken violently ill of “Bright’s disease,” 
which had troubled him much for several years. He died May 31, 1898, 
and was buried at Keosauqua. Another one of our brethren also died 
during the year. Father Allender, at Bloomfield, April 19, 1898. Appro- 
priate memoirs of these highly-esteemed brethren will doubtless appear 
in the published Minutes of the Conference. 

While it has not been a year of general revival influence, yet almost 
every charge reports some good results. The brethren at all points have 
labored faithfully for the conversion of souls. A close canvass gives fully 
seven hundred accessions by conversion. The following charges have the 
largest share in these visible results; namely, Cantril, Bentonsport; First 
Church, Keokuk; Keosauqua Circuit, Milton, Mystic, Selma, and Troy. 

We are happy, also, to notice a spirit of revival in building new 
churches and remodeling old ones prevailing quite generally throughout 
the district. The church at Lebanon, begun last year, was completed 
soon after Conference, and was dedicated by Rev. J. W. Potter, of Milton, 
free of debt. The beautiful new church at Bonaparte, A. E. Thornley 
pastor, dedicated by Dr. Stafford, has its indebtedness all provided for. 
And the new church at Milton, Rev. J. W. Potter pastor, just completed, 
was dedicated September i8th, by Dr. C. H. Stocking, of St. Louis. This 
church cost about $7,000. Every bill, as presented, was discounted for 
cash, with no indebtedness to be provided for at dedication. They have 
also sold their parsonage property, and bought another near by the new 
church, gaining much in the exchange. Elm Grove, Drakeville Charge, 
R. Weese pastor, has a new church well under way. Keosauqua, C. L. 
Tennant pastor, is preparing to build in the near future. 

Batavia, H. F. Gilbert pastor, has sold the old church and parsonage 
property, and reinvested in the Alexander property. This gives them a 
much better parsonage, and a very desirable site for a new church, which 
they are almost ready to commence building, with money enough sub- 
scribed to pay as they go. 

Centerville, I. O. Kemble pastor, has expended nearly one thousand 
dollars in remodeling, repairing, and frescoing the church. The church 
at- Selma, B. F. Shane pastor, has also been reconstructed and rededicated 
free of debt. At Farmington, G. W. Barber pastor, the old debts are 
paid off, and the church and parsonage property put in good repair. 
Wesley Chapel, on Cincinnati Circuit, G. W. Pool pastor, has been re- 
paired and renovated. 

The parsonage at Montrose has been made comfortable by fifty dol- 
lars worth of cash improvements, and about two hundred dollars have 
been expended on the parsonage at Bloomfield. 

At Eldon, T. F. Barker pastor, a parsonage has been purchased. 
This property is all paid for except two hundred dollars, which will be 
promptly paid when due. 
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A good year’s work has been done at Keokuk. At First Church, 
R. L. Patterson pastor, the old indebtedness is almost paid up. And 
the Chatham Square people, in response to the very earnest effort of 
Pastor P. J. Henness, have paid off all their old indebedness. 

The benevolent collections have received in good measure the atten- 
tion required. Apportionments were made to the charges early in the 
year, and the pastors have been frequently reminded of their importance. 
Every proper effort was made to secure in full the regular missionary 
apportionment, regardless of the amounts pledged in payment of the debt. 
The Secretaries apportioned four hundred and thirty-five dollars to Keo- 
kuk District as our share of the debt of the Missionary Society. Early 
in March we reported the full amount pledged. Since then sixteen dollars 
additional have been secured. Every charge in the district is represented 
in these pledges. Chatham Square pledges the largest, and Exline Cir- 
cuit the smallest of these amounts, aggregating the total of $451. 

The brethren engaged in the Students’ Missionary movement in the 
district have made no special report to the Presiding Elder, but we sup- 
pose they did good in calling attention to the missionary enterprises of 
the Church, and creating an interest in missions among the young peo- 
ple who attended their meetings. May their work abide! 

One session of the District Epworth League was held at Chatham 
Square, and was very helpful to the many in attendance. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held; one at Moulton 
in November, the other at Bonaparte in August. These meetings were 
comparatively well-attended by ministers and laymen. Special attention 
was given to the Missionary, Educational, and Epworth League work 
of the Church and district. 

Personally, the year past has been one of hard labor and sacrifice, 
but also of great blessing. To reach the appointments simply on the 
fourth round of quarterly-meetings required nineteen hundred and nine 
miles travel. During the year we have presided in ninety-seven Quarterly 
Conferences and eleven adjourned meetings, and have preached two hun- 
dred and fifty-four times. We have often realized, as never before, what 
it is to be in “the traveling connection.’’ 

In submitting our report, we desire to record our high appreciation 
of the kindly reception everywhere given us by ministers and people, and 
also to express our heartfelt gratitude to Almighty God for the good 
providence and grace which has preserved us in health and strength 
throughout the year. 






MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

J. C. W. CoxE, Presiding Elder. 

I CLOSE my third year of service on the Muscatine District with a 
keen appreciation of the love of my brethren, and the favoring Providence 
which has enabled me to meet every engagement without interruption by 
a single day’s illness. The preachers were all promptly at their work, 
with a single exception to be noted; have been faithful and diligent, and 
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will make due report of the harvest secured. Of some general matters it 
is fitting that I should give some detailed account. 

Unusual activity has prevailed in church building and improvement. 

The First Church, Muscatine, and the church at North English, referred 
to in my report of last year as nearing completion, were duly dedicated 
in the early part of the Conference year. Our church at Musserville, on 
the Muscatine Circuit, burned in the early part of the year. A new and 
greatly improved edifice, worth $4,000, has taken the place of the former 
structure, and was dedicated July loth, with all bills provided for in ad- 
vance of the service. On the 17th of July an elegant and convenient 
church was dedicated at North Liberty, on the Tiffin Circuit, and was 
freed from debt. August 14th we dedicated the church at Franklin, on the 
Amish Circuit, and on September i8th Dr. C. L. Stafford rendered effi- 
cient service in dedicating a new church at Pleasant Hill, on the same 
charge. At Tiffin the efficient pastor has the money raised, and is now 
engaged in renovating and greatly improving the church-building. A 
similar good work has been done at Lexington; and a new parsonage at 
that point, now nearing compleiion, will add much to the comfort and 
efficiency of the favored pastor. The church at Keota has been so thor- 
oughly remodeled and modernized as to be scarcely recognizable. This 
will be ready for dedication some time in October. The net gain in the 
value of church property on the district will be nearly or quite $17,000 
for the year. 

The revival influence has not been as extensive as in some years, 
though the spiritual tone of the Churches has been well maintained, and 
the edification of believers has been constantly held in view. From three 
charges no reports have been received; from the reports in hand I judge 
the accessions will be about five hundred. I note the dismissal by cer- 
tificate of over three hundred; how many of these have gone beyond the 
bounds of the district we have no means of determining. 

I had hoped to be able to state, at least approximately, the returns 
of benevolences; but the absence of reports from three charges, as above 
noted, leaves the aggregate so impaired that 1 refrain from any specific 
figures. The showing will be wholesome, but will not indicate any marked 
advance over last year. The contributions to the missionary debt were | 

quite generous. 

Our district camp-meeting was a season of spiritual profit to Chris- 
tian people, and we trust that it may prove to have been a time of fruitful 
seed-sowing. The visible harvest, however, was scant, as it must needs be 
when this gleaner follows close upon twoscore or more of faithful reapers 
in a limited field. No generous Boaz scattered, that this humble Ruth 
might gather and have plenty. As a district gathering, the meeting has 
beeiv recognized for years as a conspicuous failure; as a camp-meeting 
after the primitive fashion it has served well its generation, and should 
now seek some other channel of influence through which it may glorify 
God. 

I last year referred to a promising opening for work among the 
Bohemians of Washington County, and expressed my hopeful confi- 
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j; dence as to its future. After a year’s further experience and observation, 

[b I must modify my ardent hopes, and confess that the experiment of work 

j among these people by a non-resident minister has not proved a success. 

Could we find a competent and consecrated man who would live among 
j the people, and devote himself to their moral and spiritual welfare, we 

J should look for good results. But at present neither man nor money is 

jj in sight. 

p The Rev. John Bridges, who was appointed to the Millersburg Cir- 

j cuit, declined to go to his work. Upon being notified of this fact, I 

'I secured the Rev. L. A. Crull, a supernumerary member of the Oklahoma 

jf Conference, as a supply. He has proved to be the right man in the right 

I place. Every interest of the charge has been carefully looked after; the 
finances are far in advance of any previous year in the history of the 
j- charge as at present constituted; while the spiritual uplift is marked and 
I wide-reaching in its influence. 

I I close my report with sincere thanks for health, the love of the 

f brethren, and the favor of God.

Dear Brethren,— I gratefully acknowledge the goodness of God to 
me during another year, enabling me to attend all my appointments, with 
two exceptions. I have held all my Quarterly Conferences but two, have 
f attempted to preach 195 times, and have had some part in nearly all the 
I quarterly-meeting services of the district. 

ft The health of the pastors and their families, with two exceptions, has 

I been fairly good. The wife of Brother Borts, pastor of Kellogg, directly 

i after Conference was taken very ill with sciatic rheumatism, and suffered 

extremely for some months, but has now returned to her usual health. 

U Early in the spring. Rev. D. S. Dunlavy and wife, of Reasnor 

!■ Circuit, were bereaved by the death of their little daughter, after a brief 
illness. God’s blessing was especially manifested to them in the great 
kindness of his people. 

Rev. Walter F. Mair, who at the time of our last Conference was 
I making an heroic struggle for life, and was hopeful of success, was com- 
||- pelled to submit to the inevitable, and at his home in Pella, on the morn- 

I ing of December 30th, was not, for God had taken him. As his life in 

I the ministry had been glorious, his last days w^ere peace, 
j The salaries allowed the pasters were about the same as the preced- 

i, ing year, and will be more nearly paid; but a few pastors will be com- 
i pelled to report deficiencies. 

j There has not been a large amount of church-building on the district 

j this year. The church at Fairview, on the Lacey Circuit, Rev. W. A. 

j Longnecker pastor, which was about completed at the last session of the 

Conference, was dedicated the second Sunday after Conference, all the 
I money having been previously provided for. At the Wymore appoint- 
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ment, on the Rose Hill Circuit, Rev. S. P. Souden pastor, a neat little 
church was dedicated, free of debt, January 23d, at a cost of about $850. 
At Union Ridge, on the Deep River Charge, Rev. D. Phillips pastor, 
a beautiful church was dedicated, free of debt, July 24th. The value of 
this church is about $1,100. The church in Deep River has been seated 
with handsome pews, at a cost of $220. On the Barnes- City Circuit, 
Rev. W. C. Van Schoiack pastor, a commodious parsonage has been 
built, at a cost of $600. About $600 was spent upon this church in which 
we meet. Improvements to a greater or less extent have been made in 
quite a number of the charges, manifesting a disposition to keep the 
church property in a respectable state of repairs. 

There are twenty-seven Epworth Leagues on the district with 1,500 
members, and seventeen Junior Leagues with 702 members. There are 
276 Epworth Heralds taken, and 454 Advocates are taken, about fifteen per 
cent in advance of last year. 

There have been two profitable sessions of the District Conference 
held, the first at Newton, October 25th to 27th, and the second at Beacon, 
August 8th to loth. 

There have been some excellent revival-meetings within the bounds 
of the district. Principal among these were the meetings at Grace Church, 
Brooklyn, Rev. A. V. Kendrick pastor, and Central Church, Oskaloosa, 
Rev. M. Bamford pastor. There were gracious revivals at all the ap- 
pointments on the Delta Circuit, Rev. D. R. Martin pastor, and at Tools 
Chapel, on the Reasnor Circuit, Rev. D. S. Dunlavy pastor. There 
were quite a number of other good meetings, in which the Church was 
quickened and souls were converted. There have been about 640 con- 
versions during the year. 

The brethren of the district have been, to a large degree, faithful 
in the interests of the benevolences, as I think their reports will show. 
In the early spring the district was divided into subdistricts, with the 
purpose that the pastors of each subdistrict should co-operate in the 
interests of the benevolences. This work was begun too late to get the 
best results; but so far as it was tried, the results ^were good. 

A short time after the apportionment for the missionary debt was 
made to this district, the whole amount, $390, was pledged by the pastors.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

D. C. Smith, Presiding Elder. 

We began the Conference year with good prospect of success. No 
charge was left to be supplied. The pastors, with reasonable promptness, 
were early at work. During the first half of the year there were no serious 
breaks by sickness or other cause in their pastoral labors, and a good 
degree of revival influence was enjoyed in most of the Churches. The 
laymen in most of the charges showed a commendable spirit of liberality 
in the allowances for ministerial support; and such charges have, for the 
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most part, kept the pledges of their official members. There are some 
I appointments in some circuits which make a business of “keeping the 

pastor humble,” and the charge also, by withholding a considerable sum 
each year, so that the charge is reported deficient and the pastor suffers 
embarrassment. I am glad that hereafter the names of these appoint- 
ments are to appear in the Journal with their deficiencies, while all the 
others will appear according to their merits. 

Although the first half of the year had no serious break on account 
of sickness or death in the pastoral ranks, the latter half has been less 
favored. Dr. F. E. Brush, of First Church, Ottumwa, on account of 
illness, had a lay-off of about two months, but returned able for duty. 
Brother Millice, of Cedar, was absent on vacation four or five weeks. 
The health of Brother J. W. Lewis, pastor of Main Street, Ottumwa, 
began failing early in the summer. The Quarterly Conference, seeing his 
need, gave him a vacation about the ist of July, when he took a trip into 
Colorado; but instead of gaining he lost strength, and returned in about 
six weeks broken and sick, and took his bed, never to rise until his spirit 
was permitted to take his flight up to the God whom he loved and served. 

Brother J. E. Vanwinkle, of Eddyville, has been out of his pulpit 
for a month, owing to very severe illness, which for a time threatened 
his life; but he is now rapidly convalescing, and we think in the course 
I of probably another month he will be able to resume his ministerial 

j duties. Others, by short and less severe afflictions, have been off duty 

■ for one or two weeks’ time. Brother W. A. Jackson, however, of Attica 

Circuit, battled all the year against slowly-failing health, and finally con- 
j eluded that it was his duty to ask a supernumerary relation, and take a 

j ■ year’s rest. Accordingly, with my consent and the consent of his people, 

I he started westward about the 15th of this present month, taking with 

him his wife and children. 

There have been some gracious results in conversions during the 
year, although our laigest hopes were not realized. I think that war, and 
rumors of war, were in part, though not wholly, the cause of our dis- 
appointment. About six hundred and fifty (650) persons professed con- 
version, and a corresponding advance in spiritual life was made by the 
membership of the Church. About five hundred joined the Church on 
probation, and probably eighty per cent of these have been received into 
full membership. Advance in missions, about $600. 

The material improvements have not equaled those of some former 
years, yet our brethren have not been idle. Eddyville, under the leader- 
ship of Pastor J. E. Vanwinkle, has built a very commodious parsonage, 
at a cost of about $1,100. 

Melrose society, under the lead of Brother Lloyd Tennant, has 
built a small parsonage, valued at about $500. The deed for this property 
has a clause of reversion to the former owners of the lot should it cease 
at any time to be used as a parsonage for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. It is a question .whether a parsonage ought to have been built 
at this place, seeing Iconium had been made the head of the circuit. 
Attica Circuit repaired Wesley Church at a cost of $60, and secured 
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for Beulah Church additional hitching-ground, an important improve- 
ment that must in these days of many horses and carriages claim our 
attention. 

The two churches of Agency Charge were improved — Agency 
church at a cost of $50, and Ashland at a cost of $75. 

Moravia Trustees bought a bell, costing one hundred dollars. 

On Unionville Circuit two subscriptions were taken for building 
churches; one at Salem, the other at Udell. As the locations were con- 
tiguous, and it did not seem practicable to build at both places, the 
Board of Church Location was called together, and after a careful hear- 
ing, decided that Udell (a village) was the better location. 

The Durham Charge added to the parsonage property a new barn. 

The Fremont Charge improved the church and parsonage at a cost 
of $177* 

Tracy Charge repaired Bethel church at a cost of $75, and some 
good repairs are being made at Salem church, to cost, I think, about $150. 

About $300 have been spent on the churches of Lovilia Circuit. 

Willard Street paid an old debt on their parsonage of $250; also re- 
painted the house, and put a new furnace and electric-lighting into the 
church. 

Albia Charge made repairs amounting to $226. 

Martinsburg repaired the Haysville and Mt. Zion churches to the 
amount of $165. 

Sigourney society has secured and paid for a lot, on which to build 
a very much needed new church. 

At Richland the pastor has taken a subscription for a new church, 
and the Quarterly Conference has appointed a Building Committee to 
push the work. 

There are other minor improvements that I do not recall. 

There has been advancement in supplying our people with Church 
literature, but still there is woeful lack in some appointments. 

The Epworth League is doing good work in many of the charges, 
but there is manifest need of careful pastoral oversight. I observe' that 
the prosperity of the Chapters is about in proportion to the adaptation 
and skill of the pastor for such work. The same is also true of our 
Sunday-schools and the missionary work of the schools. 

A most excellent District Epworth League Convention was held at 
Hedrick, under the leadership of Brother Fred B. Tucker. 

During the summer a canvass of the Leagues in the district, in the 
interest of the Volunteer Students’ Missionary movement, was made by 
Brother Charles N. Pace, a student of the Iowa Wesleyan University. 
He did good work, and placed a good many Mission Libraries with the 
Chapters. This same young man filled the pulpit of Main Street Church 
for four or five Sabbaths with much acceptability. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held during the year: 
the first at Albia, and the second at Eddyville.. Both were well attended 
and profitable. At the second session license to preach was granted to 
Brothers John S. Decker and J. Willard De Yoe, and both these young 
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men were recommended for admission on trial in the Annual Conference. 
One of the papers read at this Conference was written by Brother Chris. 
Haw, a layman, and entitled, “Christian Benevolence.” The Conference 
unanimously requested its publication. It is now in tract form, and is 
being distributed free throughout the district. 

We record with sorrow that many of our excellent laymen have died 
during the year, but their good works do yet remain. Only a few days 
after the Conference year began, death entered the home of Rev. and 
Mrs. E. J. Pike, and took hence a lovely treasure, in the person of 
their daughter Millicent, in her nineteenth year. 

At the last Conference session there were but two ministers belong- 
ing to the Ottumwa District on the supernumerary list. Brothers J. T. 
Simmons and W. F. Main Brother Simmons has enjoyed good health, 
and has been able to do some effective preaching. But Brother Mair, 
who was yet a young man, was overcome by pulmonary disease, and 
quietly fell asleep in Jesus on the 30th day of last December. He was 
one of our purest and best — a genuine messenger of the cross. 

• On the superannuated list in the district are the veterans Anthony 
Robinson, James G. Thompson, and John B. Hill. Father Robinson is 
in his eighty-ninth year, is growing feeble in body, but is strong in 
spirit. He abides in the love of God. Father Thompson is in his eighty- 
fourth year, is still able to attend Divine service, and is a benediction 
to the people where he lives and worships. Brother Hill, although 
seventy-six years old, seems young, and is active, preaching frequently, 
and always with acceptability. 

In retrospecting the year now past, “we thank God and take courage.”

attention. 

The two churches of Agency Charge were improved — Agency 
church at a cost of $50, and Ashland at a cost of $75. 

Moravia Trustees bought a bell, costing one hundred dollars. 

On Unionville Circuit two subscriptions were taken for building 
churches; one at Salem, the other at Udell. As the locations were con- 
tiguous, and it did not seem practicable to build at both places, the 
Board of Church Location was called together, and after a careful hear- 
ing, decided that Udell (a village) was the better location. 

The Durham Charge added to the parsonage property a new barn. 

The Fremont Charge improved the church and parsonage at a cost 

of $177. 

Tracy Charge repaired Bethel church at a cost of $75, and some 
good repairs are being made at Salem church, to cost, I think, about $150. 

About $300 have been spent on the churches of Lovilia Circuit. 

Willard Street paid an old debt on their parsonage of $250; also re- 
painted the house, and put a new furnace and electric-lighting into the 
church. 

Albia Charge made repairs amounting to $226. 

Martinsburg repaired the Haysville and Mt. Zion churches to the 
amount of $165. 

Sigourney society has secured and paid for a lot, on which to build 
a very much needed new church. 

At Richland the pastor has taken a subscription for a new church, 
and the Quarterly Conference has appointed a Building Committee to 
push the work. 

There are other minor improvements that I do not recall. 

There has been advancement in supplying our people with Church 
literature, but still there is woeful lack in some appointments. 

The Epworth League is doing good work in many of the charges, 
but there is manifest need of careful pastoral oversight. I observe' that 
the prosperity of the Chapters is about in proportion to the adaptation 
and skill of the pastor for such work. The same is also true of our 
Sunday-schools and the missionary work of the schools. 

A most excellent District Epworth League Convention was held at 
Hedrick, under the leadership of Brother Fred B. Tucker. 

During the summer a canvass of the Leagues in the district, in the 
interest of the Volunteer Students’ Missionary movement, was made by 
Brother Charles N. Pace, a student of the Iowa Wesleyan University. 
He did good work, and placed a good many Mission Libraries with the 
Chapters. This same young man filled the pulpit of Main Street Church 
for four or five Sabbaths with much acceptability. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held during the year: 
the first at Albia, and the second at Eddyville.. Both were well attended 
and profitable. At the second session license to preach was granted to 
Brothers John S. Decker and J. Willard De Yoe, and both these young 
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men were recommended for admission on trial in the Annual Conference. 
One of the papers read at this Conference was written by Brother Chris. 
Haw, a layman, and entitled, “Christian Benevolence.” The Conference 
unanimously requested its publication. It is now in tract form, and is 
being distributed free throughout the district. 

We record with sorrow that many of our excellent laymen have died 
during the year, but their good works do yet remain. Only a few days 
after the Conference year began, death entered the home of Rev. and 
Mrs. E. J. Pike, and took hence a lovely treasure, in the person of 
their daughter Millicent, in her nineteenth year. 

At the last Conference session there were but two ministers belong- 
ing to the Ottumwa District on the supernumerary list, Brothers J. T. 
Simmons and W. F. Main Brother Simmons has enjoyed good health, 
and has been able to do some effective preaching. But Brother Mair, 
who was yet a young man, was overcome by pulmonary disease, and 
quietly fell asleep in Jesus on the 30th day of last December. He was 
one of our purest and best — a genuine messenger of the cross. 

• On the superannuated list in the district are the veterans Anthony 
Robinson, James G. Thompson, and John B. Hill. Father Robinson is 
in his eighty-ninth year, is growing feeble in body, but is strong in 
spirit. He abides in the love of God. Father Thompson is in his eighty- 
fourth year, is still able to attend Divine service, and is a benediction 
to the people where he lives and worships.

EDUCATION. 

I. 

Your Committee on Education beg leave to report as follows: 

1. We declare our increasing loyalty to Christian education. We 

believe that the conditions of modern life more and more make it a nec- j 

essary part of the equipment of young men and women. We are gratified 1 

at the degree of interest manifested in this work, and at the splendid, facil- 1 

ities offered by our Church. 

2. We again call your attention to the importance of the work of the 
Board of Education and of the Children’s-day Fund. Thirteen of our 
young people received help last year, to the amount of $744. We urge 
fidelity to the Children’s-day, and condemn the practice of diverting part 
or all of this collection to other benevolences, expensive decorations, or 
programs, an injustice to the cause and manifest violation of the Dis- 
cipline. 

3. We recommend the appointment of P. J. Henness, I. O. Kemble, 

E. C. Brooks, W. H. Heppe, and I. B. Schreckengast a Committee on 
the “Iowa Conference Woman’s Guild,” to operate in the interest of the 
Iowa Wesleyan University; this Committee to consider the plan and 
report a Constitution and Articles of Incorporation at the next session 
of the Iowa Annual Conference. 

4. Resolved, That we deem it unwise at this time to raise the issue as 
to consolidation of our educational institutions in this State, and deprecate 
any agitation of this question in our Church papers or Conference gath- 
erings. 

5. We direct the attention of the young people of our Conference to 
the strong teaching force, the splendid buildings, educational facilities, 
and delightful surroundings of the Iowa Wesleyan University. 

6. We earnestly request the pastors of the Iowa Conference to mani- 
fest a renewed loyalty to the Iowa Wesleyan University, by endeavoring 
to persuade our young people to attend our own school, by raising, if 
possible, the Iowa Wesleyan University collection in full, and by co- 
operating with the financial agent in securing the proposed endowment. 

7. We concur in the resolution of the Board of Trustees to raise in 
the next two years $150,000, also in their action making the several Pre- 
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siding Elders and the College Treasurer responsible for a series of edu- 
cational Conventions throughout the Conference. 

8. We recommend the reappointment of T. J. Myers as Treasurer 
and Finanical Agent of the university; the appointment of the following 
Trustees, whose terms shall expire in 1902: W. P. Stoddard, Carl Will- 
iams, George Haw, M. Bamford, P. J. Henness, and S. L. Collins. 
N. M. Harris, term to expire 1899, in place of C. F. Craver. 

The following as Visitors to Iowa Wesleyan University, term expir- 
ing 1901 : W. H. Heppe, E. C. Brooks, Mrs. L. G. Murphy. 

Visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute: F. E. Brush for one year, and 
J. A. Boatman for two years. 

We recommend that hereafter Visitors be elected for two years to 
Garrett Biblical Institute, to comply with their request. 

To deliver the Annual Educational Address at next Conference,

1. On account of the importance of enabling the Treasurer to meet 
the expenses of the Iowa Wesleyan University as promptly as possible, 
with the Faculty who need their salaries promptly paid, we recommend 
that the apportionment to the Conference for the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity this year be $3,000, to be apportioned equally among the several 
Presiding Elder Districts, and that the collections for said claim be taken 
not later than during the month of November, as far as possible on the 
first Sabbath of the month, and the amounts be forwarded to the Treas- 
urer, T. J. Myers, by the ist of December, 1898. 

2. We believe that the time has come when the Iowa Conference, in 
behalf of its own educational interests and institution, should give ex- 
pression to its condemnation of the representatives of other Methodist 
colleges invading its territory for the purposes of soliciting either funds 
or students, and that its pastors should give emphatic expression to that 
condemnation when and wherever such instances occur.

Centerville, Agency, 
Oskaloosa, Knoxville, Bloomfield, Attica, Albia, Bloomfield Circuit, and 
Drakeville Circuit. He also served as presiding elder of Albia District, 
chaplain of the 22d Infantry, and postmaster at Knoxville. 

For a number of years after his superannuation he lived in this 
city (Bloomfield, Iowa), where he greatly endeared himself to all with 
whom he came in contact. Father Allender was a man fully consecrated 
to the Lord, and hence possessed a rich Christian experience, and had a 
great relish for all means of grace. His religion was of the cheerful type.

REV. JAMES T. COLEMAN. 

Rev. James T. Coleman was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, September 8, 
1817, and died at Burlington, Iowa, January 29, 1898, aged eighty years, 
four months, and twenty-one days. 

When about eight ye.ars of age he removed with his parents to 
Fulton County, Illinois. At this time that part of Illinois was the ex- 
treme frontier, and they were obliged to endure the privations and hard- 
ships incident to frontier life of that day. When sixteen years of age he 
was converted at a camp-meeting held near his home, and united with 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. When he was twenty years of age 
he came to Iowa with an older brother, and settled in Jefferson County, 
near the present town of Fairfield. Shortly afterwards they moved farther 
West, and settled in Wapello County. Here he found a small Methodist 
class consisting of six members, two of whom were probationers. Here 
he united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, was soon appointed 
leader of this class, and given license to exhort. He made use of his 
license in holding revival-meetings, in which many were converted. In 
the fall of 1846 he was licensed to preach, and in the fall of 1847 was 
admitted on trial in the Iowa Conference. At this early date the territory 
of the Iowa Conference embraced all of the present State of Iowa and 
portions of Kansas and Nebraska. He was married to Ann C. Power, 
April 12, 1849, who still survives him. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
E. S. Janes at the Conference held at Fort Madison, August, 1849, and 
elder by Bishop Beverly Waugh at the Conference held in Davenport, 
in August, 1851. For thirty-three years he was in the active itinerancy. 

The following is the list of his appointments: 1847, Farmington; 
1848, Yellow Springs; 1849-50, Cascade; 1851, Colesburg; 1852, Grand- 
view; 1853-54, Tipton; 1855-56, Marion; 1857-58, Presiding Elder of Cedar 
Falls District; 1859, Mount Vernon; i860, Tipton; 1861, Comanche; 1862, 
Pleasant Valley; 1863, Le Claire; 1864, Blue Grass; 1865, Wilton; 1866, 
West Liberty; 1867, Webster; 1868, Montrose; 1869-70, Birmingham;

Brighton; 1877, Salina; 1878, Brighton; 1879-80, Hillsboro. Since his 
retirement from the ranks of the active itinerancy seventeen years before 
his death, he did considerable supply work in the ministry, assisting his 
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brethren and preaching for Churches of other denominations. The re- 
vival spirit was always manifest in the charges that he served, in several 
of which remarkable and sweeping revivals occurred, with hundreds of 
conversions. At Cascade, in 1850, a great revival occurred, in which 12 $ 
were converted; at Grandview, in 1852, over 100 were converted; at As- 
bury Chapel, on the Blue Grass Circuit, in 1864, 75 united with the Church 1 

I as the result of another protracted effort. Large revivals, that resulted in j 

many conversions, also occurred under his ministry while pastor at Mount 
! Vernon, Marion, and Birmingham. As already noted, he was for two j 

years Presiding Elder of the Cedar Falls District. This was a work which 
he loved, but so great were the exposure and hardship of traveling so 
I large a district in that early day, with no railroads and with poor wagon- 

roads and few bridges, that he was obliged to ask the Bishop to relieve 
him from the work of the eldership after he had served the two years, 
j These two years of district work, however, were blessed years in spiritual 

results. Revival fires seemed to be burning almost constantly, and over 
1,200 were converted within the boundaries of the district during these 
two years of service as Presiding Elder. Our deceased brother had made 
a careful study of the New Testament upon the subject of Christian bap- 
tism. In that day attacks were frequently made by the ministers of other 
denominations upon the doctrines and polity of our Church, and in him 
j was found a clear and forcible defender of the doctrines of Methodism. 

He had several carefully-studied sermons upon the subject of Christian 
, baptism, which he gave at different places at which the doctrines of our 

Church had been assailed, and always to the enlightenment and edification 
of those who heard him. He had two public debates with ministers of the Dis- 
ciples’ denomination — at Richland in 1872, and at Brighton in 1875 — in which 
the polity and doctrines of our Church were clearly set forth and defended. 

In seeking to set forth the strongest and most prominent traits of 
character in this beloved brother minister of the gospel, there should be 
mentioned his implicit faith in God. The Heavenly Father was his near- 
est and best Friend. In his prayers he talked to God just as if he were a 
Being right close at hand. This implicit faith made him strong at all 
times, prepared always to take life’s burdens and trials, its disappoint- 
j ments and bereavements, as belonging to the all things that “work to- 

gether for good to them that love God.” 

He was thoroughly familiar with the Bible, not only with its general 
trend throughout, but with the special chapters and passages that could 
be used not only in defending the “faith once delivered to the saints,” 
but also with those portions most effective in destroying the works of the 
devil. He was an enthusiastic believer in the distinctive doctrines of 
Methodism, justification by faith, regeneration, and the witness of the 
Spirit. When he himself sought and found the “pearl of great price,” he 
knew that he had followed no cunningly-devised fable. He had had such 
a clear experience in these precious truths of the gospel that he was able 
I to make the way very clear to others, as he did in the case of hundreds 

whom he brought to Christ during his ministry. His last illness was 
brief. January gth, three weeks before his death, he attended quarterly- 
meeting services in First Church, Burlington, and assisted in the admin- 
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istration of the Lord’s Supper. The following Sabbath, January i6th, he 
was again in his accustomed place in the Lord’s house at the morning 
service. A severe fall, resulting in concussion of the brain, followed 
by hours of pain, restlessness, and partial loss of memory and recog- 
nition, and “the weary wheels of life stood still.” The funeral services 
were held at Fort Madison, Iowa, January 31, 1898, at the residence of 
George Smith, son-in-law to the deceased. They were conducted by Rev. 
R. F. Hurlburt, pastor First Church, Burlington, who was assisted by 
Rev. J. M. Coates, pastor Santa Fe Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Fort Madison, Iowa.

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He was elected last fall treasurer of this county on the Democratic 
ticket, and although the Republican party has a majority of about four 
hundred, Brother Shepherd was elected over the Republican nominee by 
a majority of 123 votes. He was a capable officer. When elected, he re- 
signed the pastorate of Keosauqua Circuit. As a preacher he was clear 
and instructive, and as a pastor faithful in looking after every department 
of the work. He was a pure, true, and godly man. He lived the faith he 
professed, and died as he had lived. His funeral was held from the Opera 
House in this place on June 3d. A number of the members of the Iowa 
Conference were present, and participated in the services. Dr. Stafford, 
T. B. Hughes, T. J. Myers, G. M. Tuttle, and C. S. Cooper speaking in 
his memory. C. L. Tennant. 



MRS. CATHARINE A. BLAKENEY. 

Mrs. Catharine A. Blakeney, widow of the late Rev. J. B. Blake- 
ney, of the Iowa Conference, died at her home in Denver, Colorado, April 
16, 1898. Funeral services were held in the home on April 17th, by the 
Rev. Dr. Connor, pastor of Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, Denver. 
The body was then conveyed to Oskaloosa, Iowa, where, at the residence 
of Henry Stafford, Esq., further services were held, under the direction 
of the Rev. M. Bamford and the Rev. E. H. Waring. The interment was 
made the same day, in the presence of a large concourse of sorrowing 
friends, in Forest Cemetery, Oskaloosa. 

Mrs. Blakeney, whose maiden name was Garrettson, was born in 
Claysville, Pa., in 1829. She was reared in a pious and refined family, 
and came to womanhood with unusual graces of character and personal 
accomplishments. She was married to Mr. Blakeney, then of the West 
Virginia Conference, in 1857, and entered with tact, enthusiasm, and de- 
votion upon the work of a busy pastor’s wife. On Mr. Blakeney’s trans- 
fer, in 1870, to the Iowa Conference, she came with her husband and 
family to Muscatine. Thence onward for twenty years in various Iowa 
cities she lived and labored with all fidelity as a pastor’s wife, as a devoted 
mother, and as a servant of Jesus Christ. 

Six children were given to this union, three of whom preceded their 
mother to the better land. Two sons and the only daughter remain, in 
good hope of the world to come. Mr. Blakeney died in 1890 at Oskaloosa, 
Iowa, and was there buried. At later intervals two beloved sons were laid 
beside him. and then the wife and mother, to repose with kindred dust. 
Mrs. Blakeney’s friends are a multitude East and West. She merged her 
rare gifts of mind and graces of heart in the saintly life of her husband, 
in his eminent success as a minister of the gospel. She devoted her cul- 
ture and her social qualities to the service and training of her children, 
and to the help of all whom she could touch by her gracious influence. 
With quiet faithfulness she wrought in the family, the Church, and in the 
hearts of the host who knew and loved her. Her children rise up to call 
her blessed, multitudes hold her memory precious, and her record is on 
high. Her closing hours were without fear, and she went tranquilly 
down to death, “counting Him faithful who had promised.” 
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SABBATH OBSERVANCE. * 

Believing the Sabbath to be a Divine institution, we recognize our 
obligation to our Heavenly Father for the good it has brought to us as 
a Christian people, and feel ourselves bound by his commandment to re- 
member the day, to keep it holy. The fact that this sacred day is dese- 
crated by so large a number, and in so many different ways in our land, 
should cause God’s people to watch, lest they be overcome by the spirit 
of the age. We believe the Sunday newspaper, visiting for pleasure, 
traveling on railroad trains, the opening of State or other fairs, selling of 
and buying goods, the taking of gate fees at camp-meetings, and such like, 
is a violation of the fourth commandment, and should be discouraged 
by God’s people. We strongly and earnestly advise all Christians to 
encourage every movement that tends to the promotion of Sabbath ob- 
servance; for God hath said, ‘Tf thou turn away thy foot from the Sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and call the Sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable; and shalt honor him, not doing thine 
own ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words; 
then shalt thou delight thyself in the Lord; and I will cause thee to ride 
upon the high places of the earth, and feed thee with the heritage of 
Jacob thy father; for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.”

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the State of the Church would report: That the 
business, financial, and benevolent interests of the Church were never 
better cared for than at present, as is indicated by the general improve- 
ment and enlargement of church property, the liquidation of debts, and 
the increased contributions to the several benevolent causes of the Church. 

That the Church in general is very properly requiring of candidates 
for the Christian ministry, that they be men of spotless character and 
finished education, sound in doctrine and experience. 

That there is a strong current in the direction of evangelical piety, 
the experience and practices of the early Christian Church. But we fear 
that the care for the business interests of the Church is likely to eclipse 
regard for the spiritual, and there is need for constant watchfulness and 
prayer lest we yield to the temptation. 

It would be highly conducive to the welfare of the Church were the 
Christian ministry dissuaded from voluntary or Church-imposed entangle- 
ments in worldly affairs, and persuaded to devote their entire time and 
energy to the work to which God has called them. 

There is too much of a disposition to put a commercial rating on 
preachers, and to make them mere financial agents, collectors, and men 
of all work in a business sense. 

We do not regard the apparent checking of our numerical increase 
with apprehension, but we rejoice that it has occasioned serious reflection 
and an attempt to locate responsibility for the situation.

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New opportunities and new responsibilities have come to the Prot- 
estant world in -the course of the Spanish-American War, and we should 
be false to our trust did we fail cheerfully and fully to meet the demands 
of the case in the several new lands open to the gospel of Christ.

That we reaffirm the resolution of the last session, when 
it was “Resolved, That those among us who excuse themselves by saying 
that no such requirement was made when they were admitted to the Con- 
ference, be now ‘requested to abandon this habit so unnecessary, unclean, 
and unchristian.’ ” 

Resolved, 3. That we will endeavor, as far as possible, to secure the 
election and appointment of persons to the positions of Sunday-school 
superintendents, presidents of Epworth Leagues, or class-leaders, who 
do not use tobacco.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee to whom was referred the subject of Temperance 
beg leave to report as follows: 

It is the firm belief of your Committee, notwithstanding the local de- 
feats which the cause has suffered in Iowa of late through the enactment 
of the Mulct Law and the Manufacturers’ Bill, that in the broader 
national view that is to be taken of the question there is a decided ad- 
vance. 

We rejoice in the laws that make compulsory in many States the 
careful instruction of the children in our public schools as to the physical 
and moral evils that result from the use of intoxicants and narcotics. 

We indorse the oft-repeated public utterance of John B. Gough: 
“Thoroughly educate all the children of the land upon the evils of the 
drinking system, and the temperance problem would be solved in a 
single generation.” 

We recognize the great gains that have been made for the temperance 
cause in the business world. All the great railroad companies and all the 
great corporations throughout the country are fast coming to the point 
where they are insisting that all their employees shall let intoxicants alone. 
This cold, unadorned business fact, that is settling down into the minds of 
men everywhere, that no man can hold any important business position 
to-day who muddles his brain with drink, is telling tremendously for 
temperance in the business world. Notwithstanding the local defeats 
which the cause has suffered, we may see in the ringing temperance reso- 
lutions that are passed with a shout every year at our great National 
Epworth League and Christian Endeavor Conventions, in the general 
quickening and awakening of the Christian conscience everywhere in- 
creasingly manifest as to the evils of the drink system, and the steady 
growth of an aggressive public sentiment, that is seen in the triumph 
that has just been gained in Canada for the cause of Constitutional pro- 
hibition,— we may see in all this the promise of final victory. While we 
are cheered by these many outward manifestations, which show the certain 
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trend of Christian thought upon this great question, we feel that “eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty;” that this is the time above all others 
for the redoubling of diligence in the work, and for striking the strongest 
and most telling blows. We remember in recent history the Louisiana 
Lottery had become so firmly intrenched in the body politic, that it was 
publicly declared in Congress and in many of our leading newspapers 
from Maine to California that it was beyond the power of the Govern- 
ment to overthrow it. But when the Christian sentiment of this country 
was thoroughly aroused, the Louisiana Lottery was sent into perpetual 
banishment. We are sure that a similar thorough awakening will have 
a like result in the downfall of the saloon. We believe that the time is 
now ripe for the union of all Christian forces, irrespective of creed or 
party, for the banishment of the saloon. The power of the liquor interests 
to-day is to be found in the fact that they present a united front. It has 
well been said, “A divided attack never can and never will overcome united 
defense.” Let the temperance forces be equally united, and the downfall 
and overthrow of the saloon are certain. 

We are convinced that it is our duty, both by precept and example, 
to work and vote the way we pray. 

We believe that at the primaries, as well as at the polls, we should 
cast our ballots only for those candidates who are opposed to the saloon. 

We most cordially indorse the Iowa Anti-saloon League as an omni- 
partisan and non-sectarian organization. We urge co-operation with its 
officers in the formation of Anti-saloon Leagues throughout the Confer- 
ence, to the end that a greater quickening of temperance sentiment may 
be created, that existing prohibition laws may be thoroughly enforced, 
that improper legislation may be averted, and that the best possible en- 
actments may be secured from the State Legislature. 

We especially commend that part of the work of the Anti-saloon 
League which looks to the enforcement of the laws that we now have; 
for in many localities the rigid enforcement of existing laws would close 
many joints, holes in the wall, and drugstores, that are now selling liquor 
in defiance of law. 

We would recommend the appointment of two delegates, with two 
alternates, to attend the next National Anti-saloon Convention, to be 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, December 6, 7, and 8, 1898.

That we acknowledge with heartfelt gratitude the able 
and kindly manner in which Bishop Vincent has presided over our de- 
liberations. We have heard with delight and profit his readings on Paul’s 
Letter to Timothy; his manifest interest in the Conference and the people 
of this community, evidenced among other ways by giving, during our 
session, his justly celebrated and highly instructive lecture on “Tom and 
His Teachers.” We will always hail with delight his coming among us, 
and pray the Great Head of the Church to spare him long in health and 
strength to the Church. 

Resolved, 5. That we express, by rising vote, our appreciation of the 
royal entertainment furnished us by the pastor of this Church, E. C. 
Brooks, and his people, along with all others who have opened to us 
their homes, and given us such hearty welcome during our stay among 
them, as the result of which we shall carry away with us a very high 
appreciation of the hospitality of the people of this city.
